1. The meeting was called to order at 6:00 pm.

Rachael Beckstrom said she had been working for the county since before Robert Cosson came 

along.  She said she would be able to smoothly take over his duties.  She said she could do $100-

150 per hour or a flat fee of $800 per month.

Rachael said she is currently part time and this would fit her schedule.

Gary Kuhlmann said they both had extensive experience.
